I  know  that  rare  coins  are  a  fantastic  investment  now,  but  I’m  worried 
about  the  future.  Is  the  growth  of  the  rare  coin  market  likely  to  level 
off?  If  so,  when?  —  M.D.,  East  Moline,  IL. 

Yes,  the  market  is  likely  to  level  off  —  but  not  for  a  long,  long  time.  You 
see,  the  rare  coin  market  probably  won’t  level  off  until  it  reaches  its 
“saturation  point”  —  i.e.  the  point  at  which  investors  no  longer  wish  to 
enter  the  market.  At  that  juncture,  there  will  be  great  resistance  to 
high  coin  prices. 

Right  now,  however,  the  number  of  investors  in  the  market, 
compared  to  the  number  that  could  be  in  the  market,  is  extremely  low. 
Moreover,  the  number  of  investors  in  the  market  is  not  about  to  make  a 
sudden,  quantum  leap.  This  is  because  rare  coins  aren’t  “familiar” 
investments  like  stocks  or  bonds.  Therefore,  big  investment  houses 
refrain  from  recommending  them  (although  most  big  houses  are 
currently  studying  rare  coins’  investment  potential).  And,  even  when 
coins  do  become  fully  “familiar,”  an  enormous  number  of  investors 
must  enter  the  market  in  order  for  it  to  reach  its  saturation  point.  Thus, 
saturation  isn’t  likely  to  occur  for  many,  many  years.  The  foreseeable 
future  promises  only  rapid  and  profitable  growth  for  investment-quality 
rare  coins.

I’ve  noticed  that  at  public  auctions,  gold  prices  are  getting  higher  and 
higher.  Is  now  a  good  time  to  invest  in  gold?  —  F.S.,  Abington,  PA. 

Any  time  is  a  good  time  to  invest  in  gold  coins.  Gold  has  always  been 
cherished  as  a  rare  and  beautiful  commodity.  Every  wise  investor 
should  have  at  least  some  gold  coins  in  his/her  portfolio.  However,  now 
is  an  especially  good  time  to  buy.  It  seems  that  every  four  or  five  years, 
the  popularity  of  gold  coins  experiences  a  surge  (usually  when  gold 
bullion  is  also  on  the  move).  1978  seems  to  be  one  of  those  years.  Nor 
does  this  surprise  us.  Gold  has  been  too  quiet  for  too  long  now! 
However,  as  always,  exercise  caution  in  your  purchases.  Invest  only  in 
high  quality,  rare  gold  pieces  and  you’ll  be  assured  of  a  good  return. 


I  noticed  that  the  Red  Book  (The  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins)  lists  only  a 
few  patterns  along  with  the  regular  U.S.  issues.  Should  I  only  invest  in 
those  patterns,  or  should  I  also  invest  in  patterns  neglected  by  the  Red 
Book?  —  V.C.,  Hartsdale,  N.Y. 

Usually,  the  patterns  listed  in  the  Red  Book  are  the  best  bets.  The  Red 
Book  lists  only  patterns  that  are  currently  in  high  demand  and  the  very 
fact  that  the  Red  Book  lists  them  tends  to  insure  their  continued  high 
demand.  Such  patterns  come  in  two  basic  varieties.  The  first  variety 
includes  patterns  that  feature  issued  design  types  —  i.e.  the  designs 
on  these  patterns  are  exactly  the  same  as  on  regularly  issued  coins. 
For  example,  the  pattern  for  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  features  a  design 
exactly  like  the  regular  issue  of  that  coin.  As  such,  these  patterns  are 
sometimes  collected  as  a  part  of  the  Flying  Eagle  series.  This,  coupled 
with  the  popularity  of  the  Flying  Eagle  series,  places  the  1856  Flying 
Eagle  pattern  in  high  demand. 

The  second  variety  includes  patterns  whose  designs,  although 
never  used  on  regularly  issued  coins,  are  stylistically  unique.  Examples 
of  this  include  the  Stella  Dollar  and  Gobrecht  Dollar.  Unique  coins 
excite  collectors  and,  again,  result  in  high  demand.

I’m  a  full-time  free  lance  magazine  and  advertising  artist.  Am  I  eligible 
to  establish  a  KEOGH  plan?  —  J.H.,  Greenwich,  CT. 

Yes,  indeed!  There  are  two  basic  categories  of  individuals  eligible  for 
KEOGH  plans.  Very  likely,  you  fall  into  the  first  category:  self- 
employed  businessmen  or  professionals.  Others  in  this  category 
include  doctors,  farmers,  store  owners,  manufacturers’  representa¬ 
tives  or  anyone  else  whose  income  is  derived  from  self-employment  in 
an  unincorporated  business. 

The  second  category  involves  individuals  who,  while  employed, 
have  some  sort  of  income  not  derived  from  their  place  of  employment. 
For  example,  college  professors  who  write  books,  businessmen  who 
do  consulting,  and  part-time  free  lance  artists  all  fall  into  this  category. 


I  have  a  KEOGH  but  my  trustee  won’t  allow  me  to  place  coins  in  it. 
Could  you  tell  me  why  he  refuses  to  do  so?  —  K.J.,  Lexington,  MA. 

There  are  numerous  reasons  why  trustees  won’t  allow  coins  in  their 
clients’  KEOGH  funds.  In  some  cases,  trustees  don’t  wish  to  become 
involved  with  an  “unknown”  investment.  In  the  case  of  some  banks,  it’s 
often  to  the  bank’s  advantage  to  have  cash  rather  than  any  other  type 
of  investment  in  their  clients’  KEOGHs.  Whatever  the  reason,  it’s  to 
your  advantage  to  place  rare  coins  in  your  KEOUGH  because  coins 
appreciate  so  quickly.  We  suggest  you  talk  to  some  other  potential 
trustees  in  your  area.  Find  out  if  any  of  them  will  place  coins  in 
KEOGHs.  If  so,  it  may  be  wise  to  change  trustees.  If  not,  contact  us 
here  at  New  England.  We’ll  be  glad  to  supply  you  with  a  list  of  several 
banks  which  do  accept  coin  KEOGHs.

Rare  Coins :  the 
Outstanding  Investment

Traditionally,  coin  collecting  has  been  a  fascinating  source  of 
historical,  aesthetic  and  financial  value.  In  this  century,  and  particularly 
since  World  War  II,  extremely  rapid  appreciation  has  made  rare  coin 
collecting  attractive  to  investors  searching  for  stability  and  financial 
growth.  Especially  in  the  face  of  chronic  monetary  instability  and 
worldwide  inflation,  today’s  investors  are  seeking  alternatives  to  their 
paper  portfolios,  and  are  turning  to  tangible  assets  as  an  inflation 
hedge.  This  is  nothing  new.  Throughout  history,  astute  investors  have 
held  their  assets  in  coins,  precious  metals  and  gems  —  especially  in 
times  of  monetary  deterioration. 

Over  the  past  20  years,  rare  coins  have  outperformed  virtually 
every  other  investment  medium,  including  other  tangibles.  Between 
1957  and  1977,  the  average  of  all  investment-quality  rare  coins 
appreciated  at  an  annual  compound  rate  of  20%.  The  past  5  years 
show  even  more  spectacular  gains,  averaging  29%,  as  more  investors 
discover  rare  coins  as  a  medium-  or  long-term  investment  vehicle  (see 
Exhibit  I).  Market  and  economy  downturns  seem  only  to  increase 
activity  in  rare  coin  investment.  Currently,  many  sophisticated 
investors  and  financial  planners  now  recommend  rare  coin  holdings  as 
a  significant  part  of  the  total  investment  portfolio. 

Advantages  of  rare  coins.  As  physical  entities,  rare  coins  are 
highly  portable;  easily  and  inexpensively  stored;  privately  possessed 
by  their  owners;  and  virtually  indestructible.  These  physical  character¬ 
istics  contrast  markedly  with  those  of  fragile  antiques  and  art  objects; 
intangible  stock  company  ownership;  and  far-flung  real  estate  holdings. 

As  economics  entities,  rare  coins  offer: 

•  High  rate  of  appreciation:  higher  than  virtually  all  other  invest¬ 
ment  assets  (including  gold  and  silver  bullion). 

•  Liquidity  in  a  ready  worldwide  market  through  public  auction 
or  direct  sale:  a  virtually  fixed  supply  is  traded  by  an  ever- 
enlarging  free  global  market  of  collectors,  investors  and 
dealers  —  all  constantly  pushing  prices  higher. 

•  Stability:  rare  coins  are  counter-cyclical,  resistant  to  economic 
downturns  and  business  cycles. 

•  Relatively  inexpensive  to  purchase:  a  fine  investment-quality 
rare  coin  can  still  be  purchased  for  as  little  as  $100. 

•  Taxed  on  capital  gain  at  time  of  sale  if  held  for  over  one  year. 

•  Easily  placed  in  KEOGH,  IRA,  profit-sharing,  pension  and 
other  plans. 

Investment-quality  for  maximum  potential.  It  is  human  nature  to 
want  to  possess  “the  best,”  especially  when  the  best  is  rare  and 
beautiful  Thus,  Proof  and  Uncirculated  rare  coins  —  the  “Gems”  of 
numismatics  —  have  always  enjoyed  a  strong  demand,  which  grows 
even  stronger  as  the  market  continues  to  expand.  These  investment- 
quality  rare  coins  often  appreciate  at  rates  2  to  10  times  that  of  lesser 
quality  coins,  and  with  so  many  purchasers  for  so  few  pieces,  these 
Gem  coins  sell  extremely  quickly.  Proof  and  Uncirculated  coins 
consistently  set  record  prices  in  the  coin  marketplace,  making  them 
extraordinary  investments,  as  Exhibit  II  illustrates.

Market  Report 

Summer  is  a  traditionally  slow  period  for  numismatic  activity, 
while  the  coming  of  fall  usually  brings  a  marked  increase  in  buying  and 
selling.  However,  this  summer  was  different.  Market  activity  has  been 
fast  and  furious.  More  buyers  than  ever  entered  the  market.  More  new 
price  records  were  set.  If  this  summer  is  any  indication,  the  season 
ahead  should  be  leaping  with  activity! 

Nowhere  was  the  summer’s  booming  market  more  evident  than  at 
the  recent  ANA  Auction  in  Houston,  sponsored  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy. 
The  number  of  buyers  attending  the  auction  was  enormous.  Several 
large  dealers  (including  ourselves!)  openly  sought  to  spend  millions  of 
dollars  on  new  acquisitions.  In  fact,  at  New  England,  we  found 
ourselves  hard-pressed  to  purchase  enough  to  fill  our  own  inventory 
needs!  It  seems  everyone  had  caught  on  to  the  wisdom  of  buying 
coins.  For  example,  an  1803  Ten  Dollar  Gold  Piece  (MS-65)  with  a 
catalog  value  of  $6,750,  realized  $20,500  at  the  auction.  A  1980-S  Ten 
Dollar  Indian  (MS-65)  realized  $11,000.  And,  a  Gem  Matte  Proof  1911 
Twenty  Dollar  Gold  Piece  realized  a  tremendous  $22,000!  Prices  like 
these  just  aren’t  paid  when  the  market  is  poor. 

Another  solid  indicator  of  the  market  surge  was  the  record  prices 
paid  for  other  rarities  during  the  summer.  At  the  Kaufman  Auction  held 
by  Rarcoa  (Rare  Coin  Company  of  America,  Inc.)  on  August  4-5th,  an 
1831  Five  Dollar  Piece  (Gem  BU)  sold  for  $35,000,  while  an  1825/4  Five 
Dollar  Piece  (VF/EF)  sold  for  a  record  $140,000!  New  England’s 
investors  and  collectors  were  especially  eager  to  buy  this  summer.  We 
sold  our  1849-C  Open  Wreath  Gold  Dollar  for  a  whopping  $95,000  .  .  . 
one  day  after  it  was  offered  to  the  public.  Rarities  like  these  are  sales 
leaders,  and  when  they’re  purchased  at  such  high  prices,  it’s  a  sure 
sign  of  a  soaring  market. 

Moreover,  outside  interest  in  the  coin  market  is  growing  rapidly. 
Publications  like  Barron’s  (see  the  Barron’s  article  reprinted  in  this 
issue  of  Inventory  Selections),  Time,  Newsweek,  and  U.S.  News  and 
World  Report  have  all  recently  published  pieces  on  collectibles  as 
investments.  The  Kaufman  Auction  was  covered  by  a  CBS-TV  affiliate 
in  Chicago  and  mentioned  nation-wide  on  radio  and  in  newspapers.  In 
fact,  Morley  Safer  and  the  “60  Minutes”  crew  attended  this  year’s  ANA. 
Publicity  like  this  can  only  mean  that  more  eager  buyers  will  be  joining 
the  rare  coin  market  soon.
